Grand Jury Criticizes Press 
And Clears IRS in ‘Spy’ Case

A federal grand jury has reported 
that intelligence agents of the 
Internal Revenue Service did not 
violate the civil rights of tax- 
payers during a highly publicized 
“sex and drinking” investigation 
in Miami known ag Operation 
Leprechaun.

The grand jury report sperif- 
ically accused the Miami News. 
which published the first details 
of Operation Leprechaun, of 
“knowingly publishing false in-

Belease Is Delayed 

‘The report, which δ΄ ας, not band 
up indictments, was to have been 
made public yesterday by Judge 
Clyde Atkins of the U.S. District 
Court in Miami. The judge de- 
layed its release, however, after 
the Cox newspaper chain, owners 
of the Miami News. filed notice 
that it would appeal to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
Cireuié in New Orleans in an at- 
tempt to suppress the report. 

Senior editors of the newspa- 
per refused to discuss the matter 
and the newspaper's attorney, 
Daniel Heller, denied that the 
publication had appealed. 

In his order, Judge Atkins gave 
the newspaper until tomorrow to 
formally file its appeal papers. 

The detailed grand jury report 
was viewed by congressional ‘in- 
vestigators and IRS intelligence 
agents not only as 1 rebuke to the 
Press but also as a sharp set- 
back to Mr. Alexander. who has 
been accused by some congress- 
men of using the press disclosures 
about the alleged abuses in a 
controversial campaign to se- 
verely restrict intelligence pro- 
grams, 

‘No Evidence” 

‘The grand jury did not specif- 
ically address itself to that con- 
troversy in its report but it did 
note that it had heard “no evi- 
dence” suggesting that there had 
been improper conduct by Mr. 
Alexander. 

After his mmitial attempt to 
limit BRS Intelligence Division in- 
Quiries early in 1975, Mr. Alex- 
ander was accused of improperly 
interfering with a tax investiga- 
tion in the Caribbean.

ments showed yesterday. 

Albert Jenner, who served 25 
minority counsel on the House 
Impeachment Committee that 
held hearings on former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon, Stanley 
Kaplan, a law professor at the 
University of Chicago, and the 
Rt. Rev. James Montgomery, 
bishop of the Episcopal Church 
of Chicago, were'among 24 per- 
sons who autborized release of 
copies of their dossiers, 

They were compiled by the 
intelligence division of the Chi- 
cago Police Department and were 
ordered turned over to lawyers in 
connection with two suits seeking 
to bar such action in the future. 

One of the attorneys in the 
case said he believes such activ- 
ity is continuing. 

More than 112,000 index cards 
on thousands of individuals were 
turned over to lawyers. The police 
department hes admitted destroy- 
ing cards bearing 105,000 names. 

Mr. Jenner's file dates to 1953,

cultivated in Egypt, for which we 
have a description of a walled 
garden with figs “climbing” (es- 
paliered?) against the wall which 
faced south; and baskets of figs 
have been found in Egyptian 
tombs.

The importance of the fig for 
the Hebrews is evident from the 
numerous references to it in the 
Bible, of which the most widely 
known 15 probably Genesis 3:vii: 
“And the eres of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they 
were naked; and they sewed fig 
leaves together, and made them- 
selves aprons.” The familiar “by 
their fruits ve shall know then.” 
15 prefaced by the question: “Do 
men gather grapes of thorns, or 
figs of thistles?" (Matthew 7:x¥). 

Homeric Times 

The date was 3 more versatile 
fruit than the Hg, and was pre- 
ferred to it where both would 
ripen; but where the tenderer 
date would not, the fig became 
an honored fruit. This was the 
case in Greece. “Nothing.” wrote 
Aristophanes, though he lived in 
ἃ land famed for its honey, “is 
sweeter than figs.” 

Homer tells us that Laertes 
grew figs and that the tree whose 
fruit the famished Tantalus tried 
vainly to reach was a fig. In 
Homeric times the fig tree had a 
curious auxiliary use—shepherds 
making cheese stirred their milk 
with freshly cut fig branches to 
quicken curdling, a practice still 
foNlowed today on the Spanish 
island of Mallorca. 

Legend has it that the fig was 
brought to Italy by the Greeks, 
whose first historically recorded 
settlement in the peninsula oc- 
curred in the neighborhood of 
Naples about 760 BC, and Jegend 
is: probably right, Although the 
Pompeiilan region was renowned 
for its figs, the Romans tended 
to rate foreign figs above do- 
mestic varieties.

They were imported especially 
from the Greek island of Chios 
and from Carthage, while Pliny, 
listing °9 different kinds of figs, 
said that the best came from 
Ebusus—the Balearic island of 
Ibiza.

Dried 
domestic figs and honey were 
used to develop pigs with hyper- 
trophied livers from which they 
made pork foie gras, and the 
final step to what we call foie 
gras today was taken when geese 
also were ferce-fed with figs. 


Trade Routes 


The fig spread from the east- 
ern Mediterranean in other direc- 
tions wherever trade routes open- 
ed. As early as the third century 
BC an Indian ruler asked the 
Greeks to send him figs, grape 
syrup and a philosopher. ὙΠῸ 
Greeks answered that they could 
supply the first two, but that 
philosophers were not an article 
of commerce. 

In the Middle Ages Charle- 
magne recommended that figs be 
planted in his domains, but at 
Tirst they were grown in France 
only in the south. A perishable 
fruit, the fresh fig was not known 
except where it was grown, but 
dried figs appeared in Paris ai 
least as early as the i4th century, 
when it was served with the 
desserts, while roast figs were

Computer Brains Shrink but Gain Power 


By Victor K. McElheny 


NEW YORE, Jan. ὃ t(NYTI— 
A Dew phase has begun in the 
continuous technical revolution 
thar has been driving down the 
size and cost of electronic de- 
vices, particularly computer 
memories, and spreading their 
use ever more widely. 


As happened twice before m 
the 1970s, the uew phase involves 
further miniaturization of the 
semiconductor memory uwnits—- 
whose circuitry is embedded in 
flat “chips” of silicon—that are 
technological descendants of the 
transistor. 

In 1971, ἃ memory unit able 
to store 1,000 binary digits, or 
“bits,” of information was in- 
troduced. In 1974, semiconductor 
manufacturers began converting 
extensively to 4,000-bit units that 
have become standard in the 
industry. 

This year, such computer man- 
ufacturers as Siemens, Honey- 
well and Univac are planning to 
market equipment containing 
16,000-bit memory chips. 


A Fresh Chance 


In the fast-paced history 
the electronics industry, each 
new level of miniaturization has 
tended to clean the slate on 
which industry standings are 
written and give ἃ fresh chance 
at leadership to smaller com- 
panies with a better idea. 

This may happen with the 
16,000-bit, or 16-K memory, sales 
of which may approach three 
milion units and $50 million this 
year. A smaller semiconductor 
memory manufacturer, the Mos- 
tek Corp. of Carrollton, Texas, 
is credited with an early lead in 
designing and producing work- 
able 16-Ks. 

Of the two other manufactar- 
ers in the field, Texas Instru- 
ments of Dallas has adopted a 
design generally similar to Mos- 
tek's, and the Intel Corp. of 
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Santa Clara, Calif. has acknowl- 
edged efforts to redesign its 18- ἘΠ 
while retaining features slightly 
different from Mostek’s. 

All three manufacturers have 
standardized on a total of only 
16 pins, or points of contact with 
the outside world, for bringing 
electronic signals into and out 
of the oew memory units, the 
Mostek version of which mea- 
sures 122 thousandths by 227 
thousandths of an inch. 


Market May Double 


The number of pins is the same 
as was chosen by Mostek for its 
4-EK memories, which are thought 
to have captured about 30 per 
cent of last year's 4-K market 
of 25 million units selling at an 
average price of $5. 

This year, according to .in- 
dustry observers, the market may 
double to 50 million units, bur 
at an average price of only $3.30, 


Industrial Orders 
Stable, Bonn Says 


BONN, Jan. 6 (AP-DJ).—New 
orders to West German manu- 
facturers in November were un- 
changed from October after post- 
ing month-to-month drops in the 
three preceding months. figures 
released today by the Economics 
Ministry showed. 

The preliminary seasonally- 
adjusted index of new orders was
